Holdout tenants 
prep Yards suit

Rent-stabilized tenants living in 
buildings owned by Atlantic Yards 
mega-developer Bruce Ratner say 
they’ll sue the state to block the 
condemnation of their homes to 
make way for the project. 

At issue is whether the Empire State 
Development Corporation — by con- 
demning the buildings — has given 
Ratner a green light to evict the tenants 
despite protections guaranteed by their 
rent-stabilized leases. 

"[The ESDC] is depriving a whole 
group of people of rights they have," 
said George Locker, a lawyer repre- 
senting 15 tenants within the footprint. 

The latest legal twist in the Atlantic 
Yards project was set into motion last 
week, when the ESDC released a list 
of exactly which Prospect Heights 
properties it plans to acquire through 
eminent domain. 

In total, 410 people will be dis- 
placed to make way for Ratner’s bas- 
ketball arena and 6,860 units of hous- 
ing — 2,250 of them rent-stabilized. 

Most of the renters in Ratner-owned 
buildings have already left the 22-acre 
Atlantic Yards footprints, taking gener- 
ous relocation offers from the developer. 

Yet about 20 rent-stabilized renters 
remain — and once the condemnation 
goes through, their rent-stabilized pro- 
tection will vanish, experts said. 

“Rent-stabilized tenants will get less 
than what they would get” when emi- 
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nent domain isn’t used, said attorney 
Michael Rikon, who once represented 
tenants who settled with Ratner after 
the state condemned their homes to 
make way for his Metrotech develop- 
ment in Downtown Brooklyn. 

The legal hoops a building owner 
must jump through in order to demol- 
ish a building that houses protected 
tenants often add years of delay — and 
lots of legal fees — to a project. 

Ratner made buyout offers before 
the state moved to condemn the prop- 

About a month after Ratner bought 
the slim, brick tenements, he made an 
offer that some tenants could not re- 
fuse: subsidized rents for three years 
and then an affordable rental apartment 
in Atlantic Yards. A few took the 
package. A few refused. 

Melvin Gunther was a renter who 
took the money and ran. In June, Rat- 
ner helped relocate him from a $410-a- 
month SRO on Dean Street to a 
$l,000-a-month two-bedroom in Bush- 
wick. 

With a $i20-a-month check from Rat- 
ner and a housing voucher from the city 
— which ACORN, a Ratner ally, helped 
Gunther get — the retiree pays only S48 
more per month for the far-bigger pad. 

He believes that in three years, when

'Tennis Mafia' controlling court

Hipsters, beware: Brooklyn’s 
old-timers are protecting their turf. 
Or at least they are at the McCarren 
Park tennis courts, in Greenpoint, 
where a gang of 50 retirement-age 
ralliers — a de facto tennis mafia 
— calls the shots, swearing at 
those who try to uproot them from 
“their” two chosen courts. 

“They seem to own the place,” 
complained one young player from 
Williamsburg, who said that in the 
past the men cursed at him when he 
asked them to move after their sched- 
uled time was up. 

Another irate — and intimidated — 
player corroborated those claims, saying 
that the men have hurled “more Polish 
at me than I know what to do with.” 
Many of the McCarren racketeers 


are old friends, and have met at the 
park for tennis for more than two 
decades. 

“Over the years, courts 6 and 7” — 
the two most-secluded courts, on the 
Berry Street side of the park — “kind 
of became the Polish courts,” ex- 
plained Amleto Mazza, a rare Italian 
member of the group. 

Mazza, a fit 50- or 60-something 
clad in gym shorts and a t-shirt, his 
thick brown hair neatly brushed back, 
had arrived at the courts, smoking a 
cigarette, at about 5 pm on a recent 
Friday afternoon. He flashed his $100 
season permit to the park attendant on 
duty, whose job it is to assign players 

But a confident Mazza eluded as- 
signment by gesturing over to the court 
7, saying he was “meeting Al” — that 
would be Al Benay, a relaxed, level- 
headed 80-year-old who’s a daily fix- 


ture at the park. Benay was hitting the 
ball with a retired businessman named 
Frank, a stout, round-faced guy with a 
fierce backhand. 


Mazza passed through the gate, 
heading toward the benches lining the 
rear edge of the courts, where as many 
as a dozen of his tennis partners congre- 


gate on weekday evenings and all 
weekend long. The guys shoot the 
breeze while they wait for their turn at 
the baseline, treating the public court 
like their own private club. 

“A lot of the emphasis is on so- 
cializing," Mazza said. “You get to 
know to know everybody." 

Benay, who’s played at the Mc- 
Carren courts for 35 years, said that 
in the past, attendants tried to break 
the mafia’s monopoly on 6 and 7 by 
delegating the courts to other pairs. 

It was to no avail. 

Even if the attendants succeeded 
in uprooting the gang for the day, 
they go off duty at 6:30 pm; after 
that, the courts are left unpatrolled. 

And although they might not be 
playing nice, technically these 
Greenpoint goodfellas aren't break- 
ing any rules. For instance, by rotat-

City Councilman David Yassky discovered last 
week that fighting to keep guns off the street is noth- 
ing compared to sending senior citizens a plush bus 
when you’re trying to hold onto a key political en- 
dorsement. 

Battling for a seat in 
Congress, Yassky lost 
the well-publicized but 
short-lived backing from 
the mother and brother 
of slain Councilman 
James Davis in a dispute 
that apparently stemmed 
from Yassky’s failure to 
send large-enough busses 
to transport people to a 
memorial service for his 
late council colleague. 

As recently as last 
week, Thelma Davis 
praised Yassky in cam- 
paign literature as an 
heir to her son’s gun- 
control legacy. She said: 

“We need to keep 
fighting to get guns off 
our streets. David Yass- 
ky has been doing that 
for years. That’s why he 
has my full support.” 

But then . . . the bus 
brouhaha. 

The problems arose, said Thelma’s other son, Geoffrey 
Davis, when Yassky didn't make good on a promise to 
send buses for hundreds of seniors who wanted to attend 
the July 2 1 memorial. 

Yassky sent only two vans, Davis said, outraging his 
mom, who had already sat for a photo shoot with Yassky. 

“He no longer needed us,” said Geoffrey Davis. 

The Yassky campaign had a different view of the sna- 
fu. 

“The accusations that Geoffrey Davis are making are 
false,” said Yassky spokesman Evan Thies. “The cam-

At least four restaurants and shops 
along Park Slope’s main shopping strip 
were broken into last week, cops said. 

Seventh Avenue was littered with broken 
glass in the six-day crime spree: 

• At 2 am on July 25, a stationary and gift shop 
on Fourth Street near Seventh Avenue was broken 
into. After getting a call from her alarm company, 
Ihe owner rushed to the scene to find the storefront 
had been shattered with a brick, and her $400 iPod 
and $30 in coins had been swiped. 

“I’ve been here four years and did have one 
other break-in when I first got here,” the store's 
owner told The Brooklyn Papers. “It’s not in- 
dicative of the neighborhood at all. My cus- 
tomers and neighbors were shocked.”

Detectives dusted for prints, but have no oth- 

• In the wee hours on July 28, Inaka Sushi 
House on Seventh Avenue near Fourth Street had 
its storefront shattered. 

The next morning, an employee found $130 in 
coins and bills missing. 

Cops found a brick and a sweater at the scene 
but have made no arrests. 

• On July 30, employees showing up for work at 
Lemongrass Grill, on Seventh Avenue near Lincoln 
Place, found the door of the restaurant cracked and 
the register tampered with. Nothing was taken from 
the cash box, which is left empty every night. 

"Some people are desperate,” said the restau- 
rant's manager.

ALL DRAWN OUT 


Flawed from the get-go 


W HILE MANY BROOKLYNITES HAVE 
spent the past two weeks complaining that 
the Empire State Development Corporation 
ruined everyone's vacations by releasing its 2,000- 
page Atlantic Yards draft environmental impact 
statement during the summer, some people have ac- 
tually rolled up their sleeves and started analyzing 
the flawed document. 

One such analysis shows that the state's DEIS 
grossly under-represents millions of square feet of 
development already built in and around the Atlantic 
Yards project site and ignores tens of millions more 
square feet of development that's in die pipeline. 

The grand total? According to Brian Ketcham, 
whose Community Consulting Services has been 
studying DEISes for 20 years, there will be 50 mil- 
lion square feet of new development in and around 
Downtown Brooklyn between now and 2025. But 
only 23 percent of that growth is included in the 
DEIS. 


As Ketcham shows, die ESDC document ignored 
14 sites that already exist — such as large buildings 
at 9 Metrotech and 330 Jay St., plus the new Feder- 
al Courthouse — and also ignored another 13 proj- 
ects that are already approved, under-construction or 
nearly completed, such as the Marriott hotel's ex- 
pansion, the renovation of 1 10 Livingston St., two 
large New York City College of Technology proj- 
ects, and two large residential towers being built 
near Flatbush Avenue Extension and Gold Street. 

Ketcham's analysis shows that the state also blew 
off other large projects — including the Brooklyn 
Bridge Park waterfront development, the Empire 
Stores shopping mall in DUMBO, expansion of the 
Cruise Ship Terminal in Red Hook, Ikea's Red 
Hook mega-store, the new Fairway (which is actu- 
ally open), a Whole Foods supermarket in Go- 
wanus, and upzonings of Fourth Avenue in Park 
Slope and the Greenpoint- Williamsburg waterfront. 

So what's the big deal? The main problem is that 


by low-balling the amount of new development, the 
DEIS starts with an assumption that the current situ- 
ation in Brooklyn is better than it actually is. 

It also means that the document has an easier 
time explaining away the impact of the 8.5-million- 
square-foot Atlantic Yards project. 

But anyone who has tried to drive a car through, 
or ride a subway under, Downtown Brooklyn knows 
that the DEIS's depiction of current conditions is too 

"Their numbers simply don't include thousands 
of car and subway trips, classrooms that are more 
crowded, energy that is already being consumed, in- 
frastructure that is already being taxed,” Ketcham 
told us. “They claim to have more capacity than 
they really do.” 

As a result, the DEIS makes it look as though the 
impact of Atlantic Yards can be easily mitigated. 
Thanks to people like Ketcham, we now know that 
is not necessarily true.

All eyes are on Atlantic Yards, but 
they are missing the larger picture. Ful- 
ly half of the known development al- 
ready approved through 2016 has been 
left out of the Atlantic Yards draft envi- 
ronmental impact statement (DEIS). 

On the heels of Atlantic Yards there 
will be a third tidal wave of develop- 
ment for which roads, rails, sewers and 
schools are completely unprepared. 

Instead of the annual 0.5-percent 
growth assumed for transit demand in 
the Adantic Yards DEIS, NYC Transit 
reports that over the last five boom 
years, subway ridership from Brook- 
lyn outside Downtown has actually 
grown by more than 3 percent a year. 

Above ground, traffic back-ups on 
routes around Adantic Yards will not be 
fixed by the proposed tinkering with 
green time of individual signals (a myth- 
ic mitigation measure in the DEIS). The 
DEIS also contends that there will be 
fewer trips on Adantic Avenue with At- 
lantic Yards than without it! 

Although politically unpopular, 
tolls into Manhattan will clear Down- 
town Brooklyn roads of the 40 per- 


cent of drivers who bypass tolled 
crossings and generate the funds for 
added subway and bus service. 

More congestion, traffic accidents 
and environmental damage come with 
a real cost — which we’ve estimated 
at about $75 million a year, which is 
more than double the tax benefits that 
the Atlantic Yards claims it will gener- 
ate for the city and state. 

It all comes down to what we 
want our community to look like in 
20 years. Forest City Ratner and the 
Empire State Development Corpora- 
tion see the most profit from “Man- 
hattanizing” Brownstone Brooklyn. 
But the borough’s interest is in pre- 
serving the appeal of Brooklyn, not 
serving as a springboard disaster.

Courier-Life donations raise questions 


F ollow the money. That old 

journalistic mantra might be as ap- 
plicable to Brooklyn’s competitive 
newspaper market as it was to Water- 
gate, now that the Sheepshead Bay- 
based Courier-Life chain is revealed to 
have been giving thousands of dollars to 
the politicians it routinely covers. 

And the chain's co-publisher. Dan 
Holt, a resident of Plainfield, NJ, has 
given tens of thousands more, ac- 
cording to publicly available fund- 
raising records analyzed by the Brook- 
lyn Angle. 

Such giving just isn’t kosher, jour- 
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the state Assembly, Sheldon Silver (D- 
Manhattan). 

And Holt's given considerably more. 

Of several officeholders contacted 
by this columnist, only Andrews re- 
sponded. 

“I think their coverage hasn't been 
flattering enough,” Andrews said. "But, 


seriously, I think their coverage of me 
has been fair and effective.” 

Andrews called Holt “an upstanding 
resident of the community.” 

“There’s nothing wrong with being 
associated with him,” Andrews said. 

Not for Andrews. But journalism 
watchdogs said Courier-Life's contri- 
butions should raise eyebrows with 

“It is certainly unethical for a news- 
paper that claims to be objective to 
contribute to the campaigns of politi- 
cians it covets,” said Adam Penenberg, 
a journalism professor at New York 


University. 

The watchdogs said that once read- 
ers know that a newspaper has a finan- 
cial relationship with the pols it covers, 
editorial decisions become suspect. 

For example, was a recent glowing 
Courier Life story about Brooklyn De- 
mocratic Party Chairman Vito Lopez 
— which gushed that Lopez “has man- 
aged to accomplish nearly everything 
he had promised” in cleaning up the 
tainted party organization — influ- 
enced by the S300 contribution the pa- 
per chain gave Lopez?

nalistic ethicists said. 

“It's outside the norm of 
what journalists should be do- 
ing," said Kelly McBride, 
ethics group leader for Poyn- 
ter Institute, a respected jour- 
nalism school and think tank.

Crime spikes in Clinton Hill

A recent spike in crime 
has residents of Clinton 
Hill worried about a return 
to the bad old days, when 
there were more bullets 
and fewer Bugaboo stroll- 
ers on the streets. 

Two trends have emerged 
this year in the tree-lined 
brownstone neighborhood just 
east of Fort Greene: record- 
high property values and an 
upward curve in drug-related 
felonies and arrests. 

But while the hike in prices 
is just another sign of Brook- 
lyn's exploding housing markeL 
the climb in crime contradicts 
more than a decade of steady 
improvements in safety that has 
left total crime in the area down 
71 percent since 1993. 

“It was getting better, but 
for some reason now, it seems 
to be getting worse," said 
James Perry, who bought a 
home in the area about 10 
years ago. 

Between January and July, 
the 88th Precinct, which in- 
cludes Clinton Hill and Fort 
Greene, logged five murders 
— compared to zero in all of 
2005. 

And there have been jumps 
in the number of rapes, felony 
assaults and robberies over 
$1,000. 

Many believe the uptick in 
crime is centered around the 
slow decline of the Prince 
Lefferts Hotel on Lefferts 
Place near Classon Avenue. 

In 2001, the decades-old 
hotel got a new owner — and 
some unwelcome guests: 
prostitutes and drug-dealers, 
police said. 

The NYPD finally shut 
down the hotel, but this week, 
the hotel’s 76-year-old owner 
came to an agreement with 
police that allowed him to re- 
tain ownership of the crum- 
bling mansion if he renovated, 
eliminated his hourly rates and 
adhered to new rules about se- 

“It was ridiculous because 
you saw women walking up 
and down the block with short 
skirts early in the morning and 
meanwhile, the house across 
the street just went for $2.5 
million,” Perry said. 

But Perry and others fear 
that the upward trend in crime 



could deter new middle-class 
residents, who have been 
credited with getting the city 
to improve local schools and 

much [to live in Clinton Hill] 
if they don’t feel safe,” said 
resident Vanisia Taylor. 

At Grand and Putnam av- 
enues, not far from the Clin- 
ton- Washington C train sta- 
tion, police and residents say 
an open-air drug market has 
cropped up, with problems es- 
calating this year. 

Ninety arrests were made 
there over the past seven 
months and on May 29, one 
man was shot to death. That 
was the last straw that encour- 
aged cops to begin policing 
Ihe area more thoroughly. The 
street has been closed off with 
police barricades ever since. 

“We had a homicide,” ex- 
plained precinct spokes- 
woman Lisa Conner. “We had 
complaints about drug activi- 
ty. We decided to give it to the 
kids to play in.” 

While the kids played on a 
recent afternoon, a cop sat in 
an unmarked patrol van. Since 
such patrols began on July 5, 
there has been no violent 
crime on the block. The 
precinct is considering keep- 
ing the cop there permanently. 

City Councilwoman Letitia 
James (D-Prospect Heights) 
and her constituents are push- 


ing for even more officers on 
the streets, but remain con- 
vinced that the spike in crime 
won’t have a lasting effect on 
the neighborhood's hot status. 

‘This is New York. It’s part 
of living here," said Cynthia 
Walker, the owner of the 
Brown Betty Cafe, a WiFi- 
ready coffee bar that opened on 
Fulton Street and Grand Av- 
enue last week. “If you notice 
shady stuff, you just get going. 

“I’ve seen this neighbor- 
hood go though a lot of 
changes," she added. “If I felt 
threatened, I wouldn't have 
opened here." 

Others clearly agree with 
Walker, because the wealthy 
are still moving in. Just this 
week, the Meltzer/Mandl ar- 
chitecture firm heralded two 
new six-story luxury condo 
buildings on Vanderbilt Av- 
enue, near Myrtle Avenue. 

A press release touted how 
Ihe buildings would "transform 
fringe blocks witfi modem twin 
curved glass buildings." 

“On a broader level, Van- 
derbilt Apartments will serve 
as a benchmark for future new 
construction in Clinton Hill,” 
said Marvin Meltzer, a princi- 
pal in the Manhattan-based 
firm, “which will help up- 
grade and diversify the neigh- 
borhood." 

Has someone told the deal- 
ers that?

Newspaper companies, like all corporations, are barred from giv- 
ing money in federal elections — so that’s where Holt comes in. 

As an individual. Holt has given far more than his paper chain, 
covering the federal tab and supplementing the company’s local 

Holt's dolled out $2,250 to Andrews's congressional campaign, 
$1,250 to Golden, $2,000 to Gentile, nearly $4,000 to Borough 
President Markowitz, $2,650 to Rep. Ed Towns (D-Brooklyn 
Heights), nearly $6,000 to City Comptroller (and Mayoral wanna- 
be) Bill Thompson and $5,500 to Rep. Anthony Weiner (D-Sheep- 
shead Bay). 

Published reports have stated that the New York Post is negotiat- 
ing to buy the Courier-Life chain. 

If the deal goes through, that could put Holt in like-thinking com- 
pany — Rupert Murdoch's News Corporation, which owns the 
Post, is, through its political action committees, the single largest 
media donor to political candidates and parties, campaign finance 
records show. 

Holt, who is chairman of the Brooklyn Chamber of Commerce 
and is on the boards of several other Brooklyn organizations, com- 
pared himself to Murdoch, and to Daily News publisher Mort Zuck- 

“Both of them give money to candidates,” Holt said. 

‘The difference is, those papers are publicly traded companies,” 
Holt said. “We are not." 

Holt told the Brooklyn Angle that Courier-Life's giving “does 
not interfere with the editorial product.” 

And he dismissed the notion that readers would come to see 
Courier-Life coverage as tainted because of the company's finan- 
cial relationship with the politicians it covers. 

“We don't publicize it, so the reader doesn't know," he said. “Our 
reporters are entirely independent of [the company’s] campaign 
contributions." 

That said. Holt added, ‘The more informed the public is, the

HealthBeat Brooklyn: 

Towards a Healthier Borough

T wo months ago, Linda Mickins learned she was 
diabetic. The medication she was prescribed 
helped bring her sugar levels down, but not enough. 
Today she is walking through the local Bed-Stuy 
bodega where she purchases many of her meals with 
nutritionist Ego Onuaha — and what she learns is eye- 
opening, to say the least.

Mickins and Onuaha are among the 
Brooklynites who share their personal stories 
on a new monthly health magazine produced 
by BCAT/Brooklyn Community Access 
Television entided HealthBeat Brooklyn, as part 
of their Brooklyn Independent Television line- 
up. 

The first episode, which focuses on diabetes, 
premieres on Tuesday, August 8 at 10pm and 
can be seen in Brooklyn on Time Warner 
Cable channel 56, Cablevision channel 69 and 
streaming live worldwide at www.bcat.tv.

important it is to read past the hype and go 
straight to the nutritional panel primed on the 
back: ‘‘This popcorn still has 2 grams of satu- 
rated fat — double the suggested limit of less 
than 1 gram — and 200mg of sodium.” The 
fact that the suggested serving size is 1 ounce 

she'll need to multiply the figures two and a 
quarter times. 

‘‘When people eat a lot of high-fat foods 

diabetes. Studies have found that African 
Americans and Hispanics have a higher genet- 
ic probability of developing diabetes," notes 
Onuaha. 

‘‘In the Bed-Stuy section of Brooklyn, there 
are lots of bodegas, a lot more fast food restau- 
rants and just one supermarket,” she contin- 

The choice of healthy foods offered by the 
supermarket is limited, presumably because 
they’re stocking what the community is con- 
suming. “If community residents asked for 
more low-far food, these supermarkets and 
bodegas would be forced to carry those foods.” 

Mickins has batded weight since she was a 
teen. A yo-yo dieter over the years, due to 
Onuaha’s counseling, she now understands 
that it’s imperative she lose the extra weight. ”1 


know that you can lose limbs, your eye- 
sight... kidney failure — all things 1 don’t want 
to happen. 1 know that I have to do all 1 can to 
keep myself healthy." 

Eight years ago, 54-year-old Yuawn Chan, 
known to his American friends as Bob, found 
out he had diabetes during a regularly-sched- 
uled appointment with a doctor treating his 
hypertension, a condition he’s lived with since 
he was 18 years old. At the time, he weighed 
over 200 pounds. 

Sitting in their Sheepshead Bay apartment 
among photos of their two sons, his wife, 
Yukchu (Judy) Chan, talks proudly of the 
changes he’s made in his eating and lifestyle 
habits, noting that his physician, Dr. Bing Lu, 
is equally as happy with his progress. 

To help keep his diabetes under control, 
Chan watches what he eats and exercises regu- 
larly, riding his bicycle and swimming for 
about an hour six days a week at the Kingsbay 
Y, just a few blocks from his home. "He would 
swim seven days a week if the facility wasn’t 
closed on Saturdays," his wife laughs. 

Dr. Lu is the medical director of the 
Maimonides Primary Health Service, a Facility 
in Sunset Park that primarily services the area's 
Asian and Hispanic populations. (Seventy 
percent of the surrounding area is Asian.) He 

Americans rake for granted are a new concept 

"There is a strong tradition among immi- 
grants to use their indigenous methods to treat 
their own conditions. We have an opportunity 
for early intervention in treating these condi- 
tions. Its a struggle to convince them why it is 
important to their health and the health of 
their families to be open to preventative and 
primary care services so they don't wait until 
their illness has progressed to get treatment,” 
says Lu. 

Lu said while immigrants are still eating tra- 
ditional foods, prepared in the traditional 
manner, it’s the abundance of food that makes 
it more likely that weight or diabetes will 
become a problem — especially in second-gen- 

Healthcare professionals agree that moderat- 
ing food portions and exercising daily are 
essential in the control of diabetes. 

Rose Jackman, a senior administrator at 
SUNY Downstate Medical Center who 
designs public health programs, voluntarily 
starred the DIVA (Develop Inner Vitality and 

women in East Flatbush who had health limi- 


tations and were not exercising. About 50% of 
the women participating in the DIVA program 
had been diagnosed with diabetes. 

“A number of studies conducted by SUNY 
Downstate Medical Center found that East 
Flatbush had the highest incidence of diabetes 

certified fitness instructor after a bout of bad 
health herself. "Exercising helps diabetics 
manage their disease. They are better able to 
control their insulin production as a result of 
exercising. Exercising helps with blood flow, 
muscles, flexibility and strength — it just 
improves your overall health.”

B-52 ’s Wilson promises a rockin’

O n Thursday, a stage in Coney Island will 
transform into the “Love Shack”: a lit- 
tle old place where we can get together 
and rock out with the B-52’s. 

The legendary B-52's performance at 
Asser Levy Park — part of the 28th annual 
Seaside Concert Series — should be a scene 
right out of their hit song “Rock Lobster”: 
“Boys and bikinis, girls and surfboards, 
everybody’s rockin.’ ” 

B-52 Cindy Wilson told GO Brooklyn in 
a phone interview 
on Monday that she 
is excited to return 
to Brooklyn. 

“This is definitely 
going to be a classic 
show and a lot of 
fun,” said Wilson. 

“Coney Island 
real Americana. It’s 
got a good sense of 
humor and great energy. It’s a good place for 
the show.

The pop gods have answered the prayers 
of nostalgic fans: Wilson says the perform- 
ance will be filled with the B-52’s timeless 
hits. 

“I love the old songs,” said Wilson. “I 
love singing ‘Roam’ with Kate [Pierson], 
‘Love Shack,’ ‘Channel Z,’ and Fred 
[Schneider] doing 'Quiche Lorraine.’ ” 

After three decades of performing togeth- 
er, Wilson said, “We still have a wide variety 
of fans, starting out from the punk days to 
kids with their parents. I love seeing them all 
from the stage.” 

Although she is a Georgia-native, Wilson 
is no stranger to the boroughs. The B-52's 


debuted almost three decades ago in Man- 
hattan's Lower East Side punk club scene 
before their explosion into worldwide pop 
punk party-music success. 

“We’ve played New York for so many 
years. I lived in the West Village for 12 
years," Wilson remembers. “I loved living in 
New York, and we went into Brooklyn a lot."

album after three 
years of writing 
fresh material. 

“It’s been intense, 
but we’re really hap- 
py with the songs that we’ve written and 
with our producer, Steve Osborne," Wilson 
said. “If all goes well, the album will release 
next spring and we’ll have a summer tour. 
It’s a whole new energy. The new material is 
so much fun. It’s dance music, a little bit 
more modem with rock and roll and a few 
club songs, but it’s no doubt us. I think it’s 
our strongest since the ‘Cosmic Thing’ al- 
bum. I’m really excited for it. Great things 
are going to happen.” 

Roam if you want — but how could you 
not? — to Coney Island on Aug. 10 to see one 
of the world’s ultimate summer party bands. 

“Everyone should relax and let loose and 
have lots of fun. It’s a rockin’ good time," 
said Wilson. “We still kick butt and we want 
everybody to dance!”

Comedy on ‘Tap’ 

Theater for the New City’s latest show 
spoofs Bush and corporate America

P oliticians will put on tap shoes and then tap 
your phone lines in Theater for the New 
City’s new summer production, ‘Tap 
Dance,” performing free in parks from Aug. 5 
through Sept. 17. 

Because the TNC company tours throughout 
the five boroughs, the hour-long production 
makes sure it has something for everyone. 

The lyrics are witty and political; the actors 
perform stunts and slapstick; and there’s live 
music, dance and special effects. 

Director Crystal Field, a TNC co-founder, 
has been writing these summer street theater 


productions in the style of “commedia dell’arte” 
for 30 years. 

Field told GO Brooklyn she believes that free 
public theater is important because “it brings 
theater to people who generally don’t go to the 
theater, who are wary of theater. And this opens 
the door to them. 

“Our show is a service because it is about 
things that are relevant. It is both entertaining 
and educating, and it improves the audience for 
American plays.” 

The ‘Tap Dance” message is bringing people 
back to their roots. 

The story follows a young man who is taught 
to tap his way up the corporate ladder. Another

Street smarts 

Is the street you live on named after a politician, 
the color of dirt, or a family riddled with secrets and 
murder? 

Brooklyn streets, parks and sites are dripping 
with history, and husband-and-wife team Leonard 
Bernardo and Jennifer Weiss have hung them all out 
to dry in their dictionary 
of street smarts, “Brook- 
lyn By Name.” 

“There are so many 
streets we come across 
so frequently, but have 
no conception of their 
origin," said Bernardo. 

“We spent time in 
all of the branch li- 
braries throughout 
Brooklyn,” said Weiss, 
who fives in Park 
Slope with Bernardo. 
“We read hundreds of 
books on Brooklyn, found street 
card indexes, and poured through old Brooklyn Col- 
lege master theses written in the 1960s about street 
name origins.” 

The book tells stories like that of Cropsey Av- 
enue. The Bath Beach street got its name from the 
landowning Cropsey clan, whose family tree in- 
cluded a relative with a heavenly vocation (con- 
struction supervisor for the New Utrecht Reformed 
Church) as well as a murderer, who killed his wife 
in their Bath Beach home, only to admit, “I did a 
rash act. I am sorry. I suppose I’ll go to the electric 

A fun fact about the Verrazano-Narrows Bridge 
from “Brooklyn By Name”: it was almost called the 
Staten Island Bridge when Islanders pouted that 
they were the only borough without their own 

Weiss recalled the nefarious act behind the re- 
naming of a Park Slope street. 

“We uncovered an interesting murder case, which 
resulted in the changing of DeGraw Street to Lin- 
coln Place," she said. Their book describes the 1873 
murder of Charles Goodrich who was shot by his 
lover, Lizzie Lloyd King, before he could end their 
relationship. 

“[Local 19th century residents] wanted to rid the 
street of its murder association, so DeGraw Street 
above Fifth Avenue is now Lincoln Place,” summed 
up Weiss. 

The authors claim that other street names contin- 
ue to pay homage to Brooklyn forebears with despi- 
cable associations. 

“We were surprised to find the number of streets 
dial were named for slaveholders," said Weiss. "Ear- 
ly founding families owned slaves, but that didn’t in 
any way prevent streets from being named after 
Ihem, as evil an institution as it was.” Examples in- 
clude Ingraham Street in Bushwick and Flatlands’s 
Hubbard Street. 

‘There are roughly 600 entries, but we don’t cov- 
er everything,” said Bernardo. “As we say in the in- 
troduction, it would take a lifetime to know Brook- 
lyn. We left room for other excavators to fill in the 
blanks."

could hear each other easily. A cat, 
perched on the Fire escape of a nearby 
building, voiced an occasional plain- 
tive meow and a few muffled car 
honks sounded as if the traffic was 
miles — not yards — away. It’s a 
blessedly serene way to dine. 

The owners of this new ristorante 
are brothers Paolo and Carmine Cap- 
piello, with partner Rocco Cadolini 
(who owns Roc in Tribeca). The broth- 
ers are as hip as their patrons: Paolo 
bald and sporting a soul patch; 
Carmine in a chocolate brown T-shirt 
with the eatery's logo. Both move 


about the dining room and garden, 
welcoming newcomers, stopping to 
see if customers are enjoying their 
meals and pouring wine. 

“The food," says Paolo, “is mostly 
Tuscan with a tittle Sorrento [where 
the brothers grew up] thrown in.” The 
partners, who opened their eatery in 
April, hired chef Franco Migliorine to 
create the menu and oversee the 
kitchen, with Sorrento native, pizzaiolo 
Francesco Mastelione making magic in 
the wood-burning oven. 

Migliorine’s preparations are tight, 
but each dish is boldly flavored and 
simply plated to showcase fine ingredi- 
ents. He has an affinity for ragus (the 
long-simmered meat sauces); there are 
three on the pasta section — as well as 
a number of gutsy noodle dishes. The 
penne was cooked al dente (an ideal, 
just this-side-of-chewy tenderness) and 
topped with a 
pungent, creamy- 
yet-weightless an- 
chovy sauce dot- 
ted with rich black 
olives. It may 
sound like sodium 
overload, but the 

oceanic, tike a 
mouthful of sea- 
water, not like someone went wild with 
the saltshaker. 

His lovely antipasti of stuffed vegeta- 
bles contrasted robust notes with a deli- 
cate, breadcrumb topping. One large 
mushroom cap, a small eggplant half, a 
chunk of zucchini and a piece of red 
pepper cooked down to a mousse-tike 
jam, were topped with just a spoonful or 
two of moist, crunchy, slightly garlicky 
bread crumbs. The topping added to — 
not distracted from — their earthy veg- 
etable bases. The delicate appetizer 
needed nothing more than a dab of 
Migliorine’s piquant, chile-brightened 


only. En- 
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tomato sauce to enliven the dish. 

Tuscan cooking is known for its use 
of thyme, sage, tarragon and rosemary, 
as well as its fine-roasted meats. In the 
succulent “stracotto di maiale," a hefty 
roasted pork loin chop met its match 
when teamed with the deeply fragrant 
rosemary. There are three elements to 
the dish: the crusty-edged meat infused 
with the herb, a bit of rosemary-redo- 
lent brown sauce and a few creamy tri- 
angles of polenta. After taking one bite 
and inhaling the fresh aroma of the 
sauce, I knew the chef had probably 
cooked the dish a million times and 
still took pleasure in its unbeatable 
pairing of sweet meat and piney herb. 

Mastelione’s “Baci & Abbracci” pie, 
topped with the perfectly harmonious 
trio of smoked mozzarella, pancetta 
and caramelized onion, is reason 
enough to visit the restaurant. The 
crust is thin but has enough heft to 
award a bit of chewiness. The combi- 
nation of the cheese, enhanced by the 
wood smoke, the tender, salty ham and 
sweet onions, made it nearly impossi- 


ble for us not to polish off the entire, 
beautifully charred serving. 

The caramelized orange is one of 
those non-desserts you order when 
you’re stuffed but still want something 
slightly sweet to finish the meal. Re- 
freshing slices of the fruit are cooked 
in simple sugar syrup and served 
topped with stivers of orange rind. 

Beneath the slightly sweetened 
whipped cream on the “torta della non- 
na" is a thick tier of pistachio pudding 
perched on a crisp crust. While 
Migliorine’s grandmother's pastry ap- 
peared to have all the buoyancy of an 
encyclopedia, it was tight, delicately 
flavored, and tike all dishes that pre- 
ceded it, melded tastes harmoniously. 

By the end of our meal, we were a lit- 
tle giddy — weeks with no kid to worry 
about is no small thing. And, yes, a cou- 
ple of glasses of wine only added to the 
evening’s pleasure. So we fell for Baci & 
Abbracci’s charms. What can I say? It’s 
hard to be neutral about a place that 
means “kisses and hugs" and finds so 
many ways of giving you just that. 


Urban farmers 


Could Ditmas Park be the next din- 
ing destination? 

Don’t laugh. 

If it happened to Fifth Avenue in 
Park Slope, it could happen anywhere. 
Signs of a culinary awakening can be 
spotted on Cortelyou Road with the 
July 13 opening of The Farm on 
Adderley. 

The owners are Allison McDowell 
and Gary Jonas (pictured), Ditmas 
Park residents who grew tired of trav- 
eling to other neighborhoods for a de- 

After a six-month renovation of a 
former day-care center, the first-time 
restaurateurs fashioned a long, 40-seat 
space with a gorgeous outdoor dining 
area that’s all elegance and zero 
kitsch. 

Chef Tom Kearney’s menu is where 
you’ll find the true essence of The 
Farm. Kearney (formerly of Manhat- 
tan's Jean-Georges and Blue Hill and 
Williamsburg's Sweet Water) empha- 
sizes seasonal ingredients culled from 
small farms and local purveyors. His 
dishes combine simple, satisfying 


combinations: chilled asparagus soup 
teams up with a poached, farm-fresh 
egg and stivers of artisanal Parmesan. 

And the Farm has something I don’t 
see enough of: an adult- worthy dessert 
menu. There’s milk chocolate mousse 
with salted cream; a sponge cake 
soaked with lemon-thyme syrup and 
strewn with blueberries; and a trifle 
made with layers of lemon cake and 
strawberry-rhubarb compote. 

Don’t try finding Adderley on a map 
of Brooklyn. The Farm on Adderley 
refers to a South African expression 
Jonas's father used whenever Jonas 
asked for the impossible: “If that ever 
happens. I’ll buy you a farm on Adder- 
ley.” (Adderley is the equivalent of de- 
cidedly un-pastoral Flatbush Avenue.) 

So much for dad! 

The Farm on Adderley (1108 
Cortelyou Road between Stratford 
and Westminster roads in Ditmas 
Park) accepts Discover, MasterCard 
and Visa. Entrees: $11-$16. The 
restaurant serves dinner daily. For 
reservations, call (718) 287-3101.

Filmmaker sets ’ 60s-style ‘run and gun imlie, 
‘Satellite’ in Cobble Hill & Brooklyn Heights

S atellite" may have been 
an official selection at 
the Tribeca Film Festi- 
val and recipient of a special 
jury prize at the Madrid Film 
Festival, but Jeff Winner, the 
independent movie's writer- 
director, says he knows people 
are really getting his film be- 
cause they are approaching 
him and telling him about 
their own “Satellite” mo- 
ments. 

“I guess the ‘Satellite' mo- 
ments are sort of the chance 
encounters that change peo- 
ple’s lives,” Winner told GO 
Brooklyn in a recent phone in- 
terview. “After the Tribeca 
Film Festival, I had about 10 
different people come up to 
me and tell me, ‘Oh, my God, 
I had such a “Satellite" mo- 
ment! That they would make 
that connection was really 
pleasing.” 

Shot in Manhattan, Cobble 
Hill and Brooklyn Heights, 
this grandchild of the French 
New Wave film movement is 
an unconventional, modern- 
day fairy tale about Kevin 
(Karl Geary) and Ro (Ste- 
phanie Szostak), two disillu- 
sioned New Yorkers who fall 
in love instantly, then dare 
each other to mine their lives 
for meaning. 

After quitting their unsatis- 
fying office jobs, the pair sells 
its worldly belongings and 
embarks on a quest for fulfill- 
ment by doing things long 
dreamt about: sleeping late, 
reading the classics, taking 
pictures, riding a motorcycle, 
learning to cook and speaking 
Spanish. 

Unfortunately, the carefree 
life comes with a hefty price, 
our heroes soon learn. As 
Kevin starts talking about ba- 
bies — just as the money is 
running out — and the couple 
is forced to steal to survive, 
his relationship with Ro be-

gins to unravel, making both 
parties wonder how far they 
are willing to go to be togeth- 
er on their own, very specific 

The provocative new film 
was partly bom of Winner’s 
own contemplation of the 
meaning of life. 

“I think I am 
constantly going 
through this crisis 
of balancing my 
work life with my 
ambitions, in terms 
of lifestyle and 
quality of life,” 
said Winner. “My 
challenge in life is 
sort of balancing 
between these two goals: hav- 
ing a certain kind of life of 
artistic living and sort of mak- 
ing ends meet.” 

So, did working on the film 
help Winner unearth the an- 
swers to that dilemma? 

“I tend to find the things 
that are challenging me, and 
then I always end up sort of 
finding answers how my char- 


acters find answers,” he ex- 
plained. “And the movie does 
sort of beg the question: 
‘What makes your life mean- 
ingful? What matters to you, 
for real, when you remove all 
of the other stuff?’ ” 

In writing the screenplay 
for “Satellite,” Winner says he

started with the film's surprise 
ending and worked his way 
backwards. In that way, he 
was able to distinguish for 
both himself and his viewers 
just where Kevin and Ro tra- 
verse the boundary between 
living life to the fullest and 
stomping on other people’s 
rights and dreams. 

“That became a conceit of 


the film,” he noted. “I wanted 
them to be people who did go 
too far in lots of different 
ways, sort of trying to find 
that line. For me, the movie, 
more than anything else, is 
about our responsibility to 
ourselves and our responsibil- 
ity to the people around us. It 
becomes entertaining in some 
ways. It’s fun to see them 
cross lines, and then realize 
they did so and try to kind of 
back up and try to figure out 
where the line is.” 

The Georgia-born filmmak- 
er, who now lives in Manhat- 
tan’s East Village, says the de- 
cision to have an unidentified 
little girl narrate much of the 
film adds perspective, as well 
as a feeling of innocence, to 
the story. 

‘This is not supposed to be 
a movie that you take at face 
value,” Winner warned. ‘This 
is not actually happening. This 
is someone’s impression of a 
story that they heard about 
what happened.” 

Although shooting such a 
complicated story on a minis- 
cule budget isn’t an easy task. 
Winner says he thinks the 
’60s-style of “run and gun” 
shooting he employed actually 
enhanced the film’s unique 
aesthetics. 

“I really wanted it to be 
beautiful,” he said, adding that 
time and budget constraints 
dictated that his small cast and 
crew had to run around 
grabbing as many shots as 
possible, hence the term “run 

“I really wanted it to be ar- 
chetypical in some way, where 
the images were familiar to 
you. I wanted you to be in- 
stantly in a world where you 
were familiar with it. And it 
was almost intoxicating, be- 
cause you were able to focus 
on other things because you 
were so familiar with where 
you were,” said Winner. “We 
also played with colors a lot. 
We used a lot of reds, greens

and golds, and a lot of it was 
done to keep you in the world 
of the film, make you feel like 
everything was inside this 
world, as well as trying to 
bring out the movie’s emo- 
tional story points." 

Sharp-eyed Brooklynites 
will no doubt notice that a 
huge portion of the film was 
set and shot in the borough. 

‘The coffee shop is in Cob- 
ble Hill and, of course, there 
are scenes of the characters 
coming over the Brooklyn 
Bridge, and there is Cobble 
Hill Park and they live in 
Brooklyn. Cadman Plaza is in 
the beginning,” Winner point- 
ed out. "I think that what’s re- 
ally nice is [the film] sort of 
captures the Brooklyn Heights 
area, where she is stalking 
him. You get this slightly 
iconographic Brooklyn, but I 
tried to avoid showing things 
you’ve seen 1,000 times in 
the movies.” 

Even though his work here 
is done for now. Winner says 
he still spends plenty of time 
in Kings County. 

“I love Brooklyn!” he de- 
clared. “I spend every week- 
end I can in Brooklyn. My 
girlfriend and I travel to 
Brooklyn all the time — for 
food! Right now, we’re ob- 
sessed with Court Street and 
Smith Street. We go to Robin 
des Bois for brunch all the 
time and Hill Diner."

There are some wines that I return to or buy year 
after year, true, but I love to find wines that I’m not familiar with. Maybe it’s a 
wine made from a grape 1 don't know, or from an area whose wines I haven’t tried 
before, or made by a winemaker who is doing something different. It might be 
a wine that has been made from the same vineyard since the time of the Romans, 
or from a vineyard in an area that was never known for wine before. 

The best (and often the most interesting) of these I bring to you every month 
as my Discovery Wines. Here, from the dozens I’ve tasted, are the three I’ve cho- 
sen for this month. I think you’ll like them, and, like me, will want to share your 
discoveries with your friends! 

DARRIN’S AUGUST DISCOVERY WINES! 


Clos des Rochers, Auxerrois, 
Grand Premier Cru 2004 

This is one delicious, refreshing 
white wine! Made from hand-harvested 
grapes grown on the limestone-rich banks 
of the Mosel in Grevenmacher, Luxem- 
bourg. Clos de Rochers wines are known 
for their finesse, their clean style and min- 
eral character, as well as their ability to 
cellar well, developing complexity with 
time. Only two years ago, one of their 
wines was judged “Best White Wine from 
Europe”!

Just be- 
cause she (and Smartmom and 
probably many others) doesn't 
thrive on SAHM-dom, does- 
n’t mean she should put down 
all those SAHMs, who are 
working hard and trying their 
besL 

S martmom’s friend, Mrs. 
Kravitz, gave up a career 
as a graphic designer to 
stay home with two kids. But 
Mrs. Kravitz, not Amy Sohn, 
put her finger on the real prob- 
lem with SAHM-dom: “By 
staying at home we pennit our 
husbands to perpetuate the 
long hours that drives so 
many of us out of professional 
work in the first place.” 
Maybe Mrs. Kravitz should 
have a column somewhere. 

Sohn’s nastiness went fur- 
ther: “SAHMs have no opin- 
ions anymore and spend their 
time talking about poop and 
pancakes with kale and Veg- 
gie Bootie and natural Chee- 
rios versus regular ones.” 
Smartmom understands the 
sentiment, but wishes to point 
out that no one chooses poop 
over Proust. And she’ll offer a 


piece of advice to the obvious- 
ly overwhelmed Sohn: Chil- 
dren take up so much time 
and energy — but only for a 
while.

The Bean 
Thrower wants all traffic to 
stop just because she’s push- 
ing a stroller. Sohn wants to 
have a child and a fabulous 

As Smartmom (and that 
Mick guy) always says, you 
can't always get what you 

If Amy Sohn doesn't want 
to give up her “life” and her 
ambitions for her kid, that’s 
fine. But why take out her ag- 
gressions on the mothers who 
either enjoy staying home or 
can't afford to go back to 

Look, Smartmom’s not im- 
mune to “Mommy Rage.” Be- 
ing a mom does cut into the 
time Smartmom should be us- 
ing to find an agent, finish her 
novel, and make enough mon- 
ey to buy a big house in ...

The hot comer has been shared by four different play- 
ers, but Naccarata seems to have won the job, thanks to 
his .333 batting average. 

C: Jason Jacobs: B+

Atlantic Antic takes Ratner cash

Atlantic Avenue merchants are 
blasting organizers of the annual 
Atlantic Antic for accepting devel- 
oper Bruce Ratner’s sponsorship, 
especially after the state acknowl- 
edged the significant negative 
impacts that Ratner's proposed 
Atlantic Yards would have on the 
avenue. 

Ratner donated $20,000 to the At- 
lantic Avenue Local Development 
Corporation for the 32-year-old street 


fair — up from $5,000 last year. 

Local merchants don't blame Rat- 
ner for angling to win community sup- 
port, but they do blame the LDC for 
playing into his hands. 

“I think 95 percent of [Atlantic Av- 
enue] is against the project," said 
Charlie Sahadi, owner of the Middle 
Eastern food store that bears his name, 
who has been involved with all 3 1 pri- 
or Atlantic Antics. 

“The perception is that we’re ac- 
cepting their money, so we're accept- 
ing their concept," Sahadi added. 

He’s not the only merchant upset. 


“I’m not participating in the Antic” 
because of the contribution, said Rachel 
Leibowicz, owner of Circa Antiques. 

This is not the first time that Ratner 
has raised hackles by spreading his 
money around. He sponsored a school 
auction at PS 321 that caused some 
parents to boycott that event. 

Ratner's support of the Atlantic Antic 
might not have made any great waves 
were it not for this irony: the state’s re- 
cently released draft environmental im- 
pact statement confirms that his pro- 
posed 16-skyscraper, arena, hotel and 
office space complex will not only ag- 


gravate the notorious traffic on Atlantic 
Avenue, but the only way to help fix it 
would be to add an hour of “No Park- 
ing” at meter's along the shopping strip. 

Merchants oppose that extra hour 
because it would make it tougher for 
their would-be customers to park. 

“The mitigations are outrageous,” 
said Sandy Balboza, president of the 
Atlantic Avenue Betterment Associa- 
tion. “So that this project should hap- 
pen, we should all suffer?" 

LDC members fired back. 

“Forest City Ratner is a longtime 
supporter of the Antic and their spon- 


sorship of the event does not constitute 
an endorsement by the LDC of the At- 
lantic Yards project,” said Ian Kelley, 
president of the LDC board. 

A spokeswoman for the LDC went 
one step further, insinuating that the 
LDC would come out against the proj- 
ect in the near future. 

“The LDC will be one of the 
groups testifying in the upcoming 
hearings on the Atlantic Yards, and I 
think folks will see at that point that 
the LDC thinks for itself, independent 
of any outside sponsors,” said 
Michelle Karshan. 
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‘Park’ plan 
has its day 
in court

A lawyer for the state-run Brooklyn Bridge Park De- 
velopment Corporation openly mocked a community 
lawsuit against the proposed waterfront development as 
“skullduggery” at a pre-trial hearing on Wednesday. 

“This is a strange case from any vantage point,” said the 
BBDC lawyer, David Paget, at a hearing in state Supreme 
Court to determine if the Brooklyn Bridge Defense Park Fund 
lawsuit against the development agency can move forward. 

The Defense Fund is suing city and state planners for 
breaking the law by putting private condos in a public park. 

In an 80-minute oral argument, Paget and his City Hall 
counterpart Carrie Noteboom argued that no laws were bro- 
ken — and that the Defense Fund should take its case to poli- 
cymakers not a judge. 

“All of the questions raised here are policy questions and 
design issues,” Noteboom said. 

Unlike Paget, she did not use the term “skullduggery" — 
which means “unscrupulous behavior" — though she did call 
the suit “political” and “manufactured." 

She and Paget also shrugged off the plaintiff's larger issue, 
namely that the state violated Public Trust Law when it threw 
out an old plan for the publicly owned waterfront land that 
had been created by a coalition of community groups. 

‘The city recognizes the plan that grew out of that 30-year 
movement, but that doesn't mean that the city is committed 
to . . . that plan,” she said. 

That argument most incensed Defense Fund supporters at 
the hearing. 

“They have finally come and said that the neighborhood 
planning process has nothing to do with what’s really going 
on," said Heloise Gruneberg. ‘The bottom line is that they 
don’t listen to the community and now they can [make that a 
legal argument] in court.” 

Justice Lawrence Knipel has not said when he will issue a 
decision on the case. — Ariella Cohen

Marty for Mayor? 
The plot thickens 



Borough President Markowitz is run- 
ning — and like the New York City 
Marathon, it looks like his next race will 
involve all five boroughs. 

Speculation that Markowitz is running 
for mayor intensified this week with the 
revelation that his campaign committee 
has changed its name from “Marty/Brook- 
lyn" to “Marty/New York.” 

The inveterate Brooklyn booster — who 
is prevented by term limits from running 
again for borough president — notified the 
Campaign Finance Board last week that he 
intends to be a candidate when his tenure 
as Brooklyn beep ends in 2009. 

But for what race? Markowitz regis- 
tered as “undeclared." 

The Brooklyn Papers did a little dig- 
ging and discovered that Markowitz was 


no longer collecting money in “Marko- 
witz/Brooklyn" and another account, 
“Marty in Brooklyn,” but had expanded 
his horizons with the broader campaign 
name, “Marty/New York,” a spokeswom- 
an for the Campaign Finance Board said. 

That suggests he’s running either for 
mayor or public advocate, insiders said. 

“There’s no way he's running for 
comptroller, after all!” chortled one De- 
mocratic source. “That’s the only other 
citywide option.” 

Markowitz has long let it be known that 
he’d love to be mayor — but politicos say 
that the office of public advocate would be 
his fallback race if he starts to shiver after 
sticking a big toe in the mayoral waters. 

That toe may well take a dip, though. De- 
spite just $90,000 on hand in the 
Marty/New York bank account, Markowitz 
has $553,504 left over from his 2005 bor- 


ough president re-election campaign. 

That puts Markowitz in a good position, 
money-wise, against virtually everyone ex- 
cept Comptroller Bill Thompson, who is 
also officially “undeclared" for 2009. 

Thompson's 2009 account has 
$442,364 — but he has a 2005 war chest 
of $1.7 million. 

A Markowitz spokesman said the cre- 
ation of the “Marty/New York” account 
was “totally normal when you’re explor- 
ing your options.” 

But spokesman Eric Demby quickly 
added, ‘The name is not significant in any 
way I'm aware of.” 

He also said that the money in the 
“Marty/Brooklyn” account “will remain 
there until there is a decision" about what 
office Markowitz will seek. 

“Or will not seek," Demby hastened to 
add." — Gersh Kuntzman

paign made good on its 
promise.” 

Thies offered a more sinister 
account, alleging that Geoffrey 
tried to shakedown the Yassky 
campaign for money. Thies re- 
leased a contract signed by 
Davis demanding $50,000 for 
campaign services. 

“Unfortunately in Brooklyn 
politics there are people who 
try to use candidates for their 
own financial benefit,” Thies 
told the Brooklyn Papers. 

Geoffrey Davis disputed 
Thies’s allegations. 

“If you’re trying to extort 
someone, you don’t give 
them. . .a contract," said Davis, 
who added that Yassky asked 
him to submit a statement for 
services on the Monday after 


the memorial service. 

Davis said he had been do- 
ing work for Yassky’s cam- 
paign for a year. 

Yassky, who is white, faces 
three black candidates in the 
race to succeed retiring Rep.

Owens, the congressman’s 

For Yassky, the Davises’ en- 
dorsement was an important 
show of support from a promi- 
nent and politically connected 
black family. Just a handful of 
black leaders have supported 
Yassky’s run — a point Geof- 
frey Davis emphasized this 


“When [City Councilman] 
A1 Vann was attacking [Yass- 
ky] because of the color of his 
skin, we said that’s wrong," 
Davis said. 

Debra Griffin-Daza, a com- 
munity activist in Crown 
Heights who worked with Ge- 
offrey Davis last year, said she 
was not surprised that the 
Davis endorsement apparently 
came with strings — in this 
case, a steering wheel — at- 
tached. 

“I lost several members of 
my family, but I don’t go 
around shaking people down 
for money," she said.

Thelma Davis declined to 
comment, except to say she 
has not thought about endors- 
ing one of Yassky ’s rivals.

Dear Ms. Mooney. 

As an urban planner and Brooklyn resident who loves New 
York City and wants to see it grow and prosper. I am writing 
to express my strong opposition to the Atlantic Yards Project. 

I am delighted by the prospect of more housing, especially 
affordable housing, in tire borough. However, the massive 
scale of the Atlantic Yards project threatens to permanently 
disfigure Downtown Brooklyn. 

While Charles Gargano may think of New York as a “city of 
skyscrapers,” most New Yorkers, even most Manhattanites, don’t 
live in skyscrapers. Few of New York's celebrated residential 
neighborhoods contain residential buildings of the size proposed 
for Atlantic Yards. And all of them do a better job of stepping 
down to the lower-density residential areas that surround them. If 
the only way this project can be made economically viable is by 
building it on a scale that irrevocably alters the character of the 
surrounding communities, then it should not be built at all. 

While the scale of the residential buildings is troubling, it is 
not half as unsettling as tire proposed stadium. Atlantic Yards 
boosters claim that the Nets stadium will be a major source of 
economic development. However, the current consensus 
among urban planners and economists alike is that stadiums are 
never the growth and revenue generators that boosters purport. 

More often than not, they lose money. According to the 
Wall Street Journal, “[AJrenas put a drag on the local econo- 
my by hurting spending on other activities in the city and 
boosting municipal costs such as security.” 

Living in New York goes hand in hand with experiencing 
change; most New Yorkers recognize that. But there is a dif- 
ference between the organic, building-by-building change that 
occurs as the real estate market ebbs and flows, and the type 
of wholesale change represented by the Atlantic Yards propos- 
al. Its immense scale is wrong: its design is incongruous with 
the rest of the borough; and the support it has received from 
politicians — despite popular opposition — makes the whole 
thing stink of a boondoggle. 

Publicly subsidized towers-in-the park and a money-pit sta- 
dium are the last tiring Brooklyn and New York City need. 
Brooklynites need affordable housing and we need jobs, but 
we do not need to sacrifice our economic stability or the ur- 
ban environment we love to get them. 

Brooklyn deserves something better titan Atlantic Yards.

Spitzer: Let's 
weigh Yards 
pros, cons

Gubernatorial front-runner Eliot Spitzer — who said last 
year that Bruce Ratner’s Atlantic Yards mega-development 
should be built “immediately” — is now calling for a delay 
to allow the public to more fully weigh the project’s signifi- 
cant environmental impacts. 

In a letter sent last week to Empire State Development Corpora- 
tion Chairman Charles Gargano, candidate Eliot Spitzer - — as op- 
posed to Attorney General Eliot Spitzer — asked ESDC to post- 
pone its Aug. 23 public hearing for at least one month to allow 
vacationing Brooklynites and their in-recess Community Boards to 
have enough time to digest the state’s just-issued draft environmen- 
tal impact statement. 

The DEIS "deserves the careful review that is essential for a proj- 
ect of this magnitude.” Spitzer wrote in the letter, which was sent on 
his campaign's letterhead. 

“An extension of time for public review ... is indispensable." 

The "circumstances" apparently involve vacations taken by many 
people during August, but also the sheer size of the DEIS. At 2,000 
pages, the document is so technically dense that groups such as the 
Coimcil on Brooklyn Neighborhoods have hired outside consultants 
to weed through it. 

Many activists felt that doing so in the 36 days from its release 
until the public hearing was virtually impossible. 

"We are thankful that Mr. Spitzer has called for a lengthened en- 
vironmental review period because it is the responsible thing to do," 
said Daniel Goldstein, a spokesman for Develop Don't Destroy 
Brooklyn, which opposes Ratner’s Adantic Yards project, but sup- 
ports development in the area. 

A delay in the final state approval of Atlantic Yards — which 
could come as early as late October — would allow a newly elected 
“Governor Spitzer" to weigh in or tinker with the project. 

But it’s unclear whether Spitzer would want to change anything anyway. 

Last March, the attorney general said, "I'm all for Bruce Ratner's 
plan. It is a spectacular development, it needs to be built ... It’ll build 
housing, it will generate jobs, tax revenue. I think we should move 
forward on it immediately.” 

But in last week's letter, Spitzer was a bit less enthusiastic, saying 
that he "strongly" supports "development at the Atlantic Yards site.” 

Some project opponents held out hope that the vague words 
meant that Spitzer would tinker with the project once elected. 

“The ESDC is clearly frying to fast-track this process so it can all 
be done before Gov. Pataki leaves office,” said Candace Carpontcr, 
who is also with Develop Don’t Destroy Brooklyn (and is one of the 
vacationing Brooklynites who is having trouble coordinating several 
groups’ responses to the DEIS). 

“It’s unfair. They had wo years to produce this document and we 
get 30 days during the summer to review it before the public hearing." 

ESDC spokeswoman Jessica Copen said a Sept. 12 “community 
forum” has been added to tire review schedule. Sept. 12 is primary 
election day.

his deal with Ratner runs out, the developer will deliver on his 
promise of an affordable unit in the Atlantic Yards complex. 

Ratner says that Gunther's situation is typical among renters who 
chose to sign on the dotted line before the condemnation process be- 
gan. 

”[W]e have offered all renters the opportunity to move into the 
development at comparable rents and into apartments of comparable 
size,” said Ratner spokesman Joe DePlasco. 

Robin Weil, an artist who has lived on disability payments in her 
rent-stabilized Dean Street studio for 13 years, rejected Ratner’s of- 
fer. fearing he wouldn't be able to build within the three-year deal. 

“I couldn't take an offer [from a] developer who has overtaken 
the past three years of my life. ” said Weil, sitting in her 200-square- 
foot studio — a book-filled room that costs her $594.96 a month.

Maimonides Medical Center 
Dr. Lisa Altshuler, Child 
Psychologist and Director 
of the Kids Weight Down 
Program at the Maimonides 
Infants and Children’s Hos- 
pital, lauded an agreement 
made between the Alliance 
tor a Healthier Generation 
and major soft drink manu- 
facturers limiting the sale of 
sodas in schools across the 
country. 

“Even though soda will be 
available elsewhere, it is vital 
that it is removed from the 
school lunchroom,” she said. 

Altshuler and the Kids 
Weight Down Program at Mai- 
monides help families make 
healthy choices about food, 
physical activity, and lifestyle. 
She has 20 years experience ed- 
ucating families in preventative 
measures to avert medical prob- 
lems such as Type-2 diabetes. 

The agreement, a result of 
the joint effort of former Presi- 
dent Bill Clinton and the Amer- 
ican Heart Association, calls for 
beverage giants such as Pepsi- 
Co and Coca Cola to limit por- 
tion sizes and reduce the num- 
ber of calories available to 


students throughout the school 

The guidelines put the max- 
imum number of calories al- 
lowed in school beverages at 
100 per container, except for 
certain milks and juices whose 
nutritional value warrants the 
higher number of calories. 
School vending machines 
would be restocked with bot- 


tled water, unsweetened fruit 
juices, low-fat milk, and sugar- 
free sodas — all served in 
smaller portions. 

Altshuler is widely pub- 
lished on the subject of child- 
hood obesity, and was consult- 
ed by numerous national media 
outlets on the Clinton soft drink 
agreement. She was inter- 
viewed by CNN National Ra- 


dio Network, Time Magazine, 
and the Forbes online news site. 

While applauding this ef- 
fort, Dr. Altshuler believes 
more should be done in order 
to combat childhood obesity. 

“It’s a necessary first step. 
But it is only a first step in cre- 
ating a healthy environment 
for kids," she said. 

According to Altshuler, 


school menus need further im- 
provement and access to sweets 
and other junk foods limited 
(for example, changing school 
fundraisers from candy sales to 
other items). Physical education 
classes need to occur more fre- 
quently. But most importantly, 
families need to be engaged in 
the battle against ever-expand- 
ing waistlines. 


“Our research shows that 
children cannot conquer these 
issues alone," explains Altshuler. 

“Parents and siblings need to 
work together in making healthy 
lifestyle choices. The school en- 
vironment should be supportive 
of those efforts, but the ultimate 
responsibility for establishing 
lifelong healthy habits lies with- 
in the family unit."

“There are three main causes for ro- 
tator cuff tears," said Victor Sasson, 
MD, an orthopedic surgeon specializ- 
ing in knee and shoulder surgery at 
NYM, who performs the procedure. 
“Patients between the ages of 30 and 50 
are often injured through participating 
in athletics such as baseball or tennis, 
or at work in a profession where there 
is frequent reaching above the head like 
painting or carpentry," he said. 

Patients older than 50 often experience 


a rotator cuff tear due to general wear and 
tear of the shoulder which causes a break- 
down of collagen — the protein sub- 
stance that supports the skin, tendon, 
bone, cartilage and connective tissue. 

“When a patient comes to us with 
shoulder pain, we do an extensive his- 
tory and physical exam to pinpoint the 
exact cause of the pain,” said Sasson. If 
it is determined that a rotator cuff tear 
is responsible, physicians at NYM may 
perform total arthroscopic surgery, an 
alternative to open shoulder surgery. 

Arthroscopic rotator cuff surgery 
uses mini-fiber-optic video and surgical 
instruments to make three to four tiny 
incisions in the shoulder (open shoulder 


surgery requires incisions that are four 
to five inches long.) 

“With arthroscopic rotator cuff sur- 
gery there is less scaring and the del- 
toid, the muscle that covers shoulder 
joint, is left intact which allows for 
quicker and easier rehabilitation," said 
Enrique Monsanto, M.D., a physician 
specializing in hand and upper extremi- 
ty surgery at NYM. The surgery is per- 
formed at the hospital in an outpatient 
setting and does not require an 
overnight stay. “Regional anesthesia is 
used during arthroscopic rotator cuff 
surgery allowing for a more comfort- 
able and less complicated postoperative 
experience," he said.
